DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 and 17-20 allowed. 

2. In regards to claim 1 , the cited prior art fails to teach either individually or in 
combination, writing a plurality of descriptors in a write back operation if the descriptors 
meet or exceed a minimum descriptor count and if the descriptors meet or exceed the 
minimum descriptor count before a first time-out signal is generated. 

3. In regards to claim 1 7, the cited prior art fails to teach either individually or in 
combination, writing a plurality of descriptors in a write back operation if the descriptors 
meet or exceed a minimum descriptor count and if the descriptors meet or exceed the 
minimum descriptor count before a first time-out period expires.
